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The Parties Ooming Togotlier on 
a Finauoial Plan. 


WAsniiioa'oii, Fob. 15:—<rho honso com- 
mittee ou ways and means consuinod yos- 
lerday one more of fcho ton clays within 
tvhiub tho treasury lias an optloii to mako 
the now boudo payable in gold, and made 
decided progress toward an aiXreenicnt 
Upon a plan to bo reportrid to the house. 


Afteriug being closeted for two hours 
with Secretary Carlisle tho committee 
talked over the situation, deloirated tho 
framing of an agreement to asub^comniifc- 
teo of three Diuuocrats and two Republi- 
cans, and late in the afternoon learned 
that its sub-committee had dropped parti- 
san difCereuces and had formed common 
ground. 


Tho members of the sub-committee ap- 
pointed to tlral't a plan are Messrs. Wilson 
(W. Va.), Turner (Ga.) and McMillin 
(Tenn.), Dpjiiocrats, and Reed (Me.) and 
Hopkins (His.), Republicans. 


Tho resolution reported by the qnintetto 
at the last meeting was one to authorize 
the secretarj' of tho treasury to issue 
000,000 in 3 per cent, bonds payable in 
gold, with the proviso that none of tho 
proceeds shall be used for current expenses 
and tho fm-thur provision requested 
by 
Secretary Carlisle repealing the law which 
requires the government to redeem na- 
tional bank notes and requiring banks to 
redeem their notes in the first instance. 


Inquiry was made if there was a minor- 
ity report, and Mr. Ree'd said there was 
none, as he thought It wiser to Increase tho 
revenue. Mr. Bynuin proposed his resolu- 
tion as a substitute. 
Mr. Wheeler ofTered 
a resolution reeiting that Secretary Car- 
lisle had admitted that the is.sue of gold 
bonds would compel all future issues to 
be made payable in gold, tliat bimetallism 
had been declared to be tho policy of the 
govemmem}, that this would bo an aban- 
donment of bimetallism, and therefore de- 
claring that the committee considered It 
inexpedient to adopt the president's rec- 
ommondations. 


Mr. Bryan offered another resolution 
recommeni'Mig that the secretary of the 
treasury should pay all obligations of the 
government in either gold or silver,which- 
ever it was the most convenlbnt to use, but 
no oction was taken on it. 


Secretary Carlisle came before the com- 
mittee shortly after 10 o*clock. He pre- 
sented a typewritten copy of the contract 
which had been called for. The principal 
features of tho contract were made known 
In the president's message. Upon one point 
the secretary particularly enjoined the 
committee to maintain secrccy, and that 
was regarding tho dates for making the 
payments for tho bonds. lie asked for se 
crecy, he said, at the request of tho iinan- 
clers who have agreed to take the bonds, 
and because they feared that bankers 
would corner tho gold of the world against 
them if tho time it would be needed was 
known and tho methods by which it was 
to bo obtained. Accordingly the committee 
adopted a resolution pledging its members 
not to reveal cho terms of tho document so 
far as it concerned tho payments. 


Many questions wore asked the secre- 
tary, which ho answered in oriler, giving 
the,amounts of all kinds of money in the 
treasury, and much other information not 
now. 


When Mr. Eeed asked why tho plan 
which he recently proposed in tho house as 
a substitute for tho administration bill 
would not be a satisfaetozy measure, tho 
secretary proceeded to quote a feature of 
the act of 1«74. 


There was a disposition on the part of 
certain members to intimate in tlielr ques- 
tions that tho administration had shown 
favoritism in its negotiations of a private 
conti*act, and the question was directly 
asked whether tho bouds wore not to bo 
sold at a rate unneccessarily low consider- 
ing the prevalent prices in the market. 


Secretary Carlisle admitted that tho 
bankers practically had the government at 
their jnercy, and he was obliged to accept 
tlio best terms that could be made with 
them. That bettor terms could have been 
»ecured he denied emphatically.

T R O U B L O U S 
T I M E S AT PANAMA 


ïho Revolution TMoro Serious Than Govv 
ernmrnt Kcports Admit. 


N E W 
YORK, Feb. 
13.—A late arrival 
from tho Isthmus of Panama brings in- 
formation of the seriousness of the revolu- 
tion now in progress In tho republic of 
Colombia. 
Battles have fteen fought at 
several places in tho interior, whieh tlio 
govornmenfc reports as disastTous to tho 
rovolutionists, but tho agents of tho rebels 
assort that tliis is untrue. 
Tho activity of 
tho government in chartering the coast- 
wise fitoamar Premier and forwarding 
arms and ammunition to tho southern do- 
partments shows the anxiety folt. 


No reports unfavorable to the govern- 
ment aro allowed to bo printed. Ijoeal 
mails and personal letters are subject to 
inspection, and letters of political signiñ- 
canco antagonistic to tho 
government 
would result in the immediate arrest of 
the sender. No one is allowed on the 
streets of Panama or of Colon without a 
pass after 10 p. m., and the police are 
ready to disperso any crowd in tho day- 
time. 


All passenger ships arriving at Colon 
are closely exaniinnd for suspect d sjnn- 
pathlzers and munitions of war, and tho 
cable lines aro uuder government surveil- 
lance, so that all information rocoivod out- 
side of tho republic is wholly in favor of 
the governmont and extremely tmrt'liable. 


Aitaira on the isthmus aro very dull and 
Beemiugly quiet, but an outbn^ak is im- 
minent at any time, as the laliorcrs em- 
ployed by the Panama Railroad and Canal 
companies aro on the verge oT a stinke, 
owing to low wages and lncroa>-'d e ^st of 
living since Jan. 1. Tho presonce of the 
Atlanta at Colon and the Nymph and Bat- 
elite, two EnglisJi mon-of-war, at Panama, 
has a salut ary elTect on the dissatisfied em- 
ployes. 
Heretofore all strikes have re- 
sulted in burning and pillage. 


Murdered by Hoxlcan Bandits. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Feb. 13.—There are no 
developments of im]3ortanco in counrotion 
with the Guateinalau sitíuation. Word has 
been receivod from Puebla of an outrage 
upon a party of Americans by JMexican 
bandits. At a tie camp on tho Inter- 
Oceanlc railroad Captain William Scott, 
an ex-captain oí tho Texas Rangers, his 
brother John, ¡jjioi her A Jü.;rl vvn naiijed 
I'ranklin, and a woman wero surrounded 
by sixty Mexican bandits, who shot tho 
men down, robbed them of everything of 
value and abused the woman shamefully. 
Tho men will hardly recov«;r. 
Americans 
and English started in pursuit of tho ban- 
dits, and it is reported that a number of 
them have been captured or killed. 


To End Broolclyu's Trolley Strlk«. 


BROOKLYN, Feb. 13.—Aa a result of é 
conference held yesterday afternoon be- 
tween President Lewis and the board of 
directors of tho Brooklyn City railroad 
and ex-Assombljnnan John (Traham and 
Police Justice Tighe, tho trolley strike in 
Brooklyn, which was bi'gun on Jan. M 
last, will probably be called off today. 
It 
Is learned that President Lewis promised 
to take tho strikers back, one by ono, as 
they reported for work at the car stables. 
When vacancies occur by the dismissal of 
non-union men or on account of their 
leaving tho old men will be put in their 
places, but it is understood that no nt^w 
men will bo discharged to malee room for 
tho old. 


A Dead State Treasurer's Big Shortage. 


CAULYLK, Ills., Feb. 3.—When Rufus 
Ramsay, Avho died suddenly three months 
ngo supposedly of heart disease, went Into 
the state treasury two years ago he was 
tlioughc to be the richest man in southorn 
Illinois. Within a week over ?5UO,üüO in 
claims against tho estate has been filed, 
but tho most startling is that of tho iivo 
Chicago bankers who wore his surety as 
state treasurer. 
\\'hen Henry Wolf stic- 
ceudod tlie dead man he found a shortage 
of 5^363,^59.90., Tho bondsmen made tJje 
shortage good, and the claims are filed for 
their reimbursoinent.

A Beleiiso of Dirt. 


Every few years somebody raises 
the question whether St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral in London ought not to be cleansed 
from the soot with which' it is en- 
crusted, and restored to something 
like its primitive whiteness. 
Some 
time ago an exijcriment of the sort 
was made ouone of the porticos, which 
forthwith assumed a mottled or pie- 
bald appearance. 
Now the matter has 
come up for discussion again, and tho 
following interesting point is made in 
a letter to tho Times by a well known 
architect: " I have had tho opportu- 
nity, when examining some of our 
London stone-faced 'churches, of re- 
moving tho coat of dirt with a view of 
seeing the condition of the stone un- 
der it, and have found it to be perfect, 
Tho casing of dirt appeared to bo made 
chiefly of road dust which had adhered 
to the stono (only tne outer coat of all 
being gray black). 
All the deleterious 
chemicals must have gone out of the 
lower layer, so that the dirt was a per- 
fect protection* 
If it were all cleaned 
oif, the stone would be subjected to 
the strong chemicals in our London 
atmosphere. 
It must be remembered 
that this dirt only adheres to the parts 
which are not completely washed by 
tho rain, and that it is just these parte, 
therefore, which are in most need of 
protection. 
If at some future time 
the atmosphere of London should be 
as pure as the atmpsphere of the coun- 
try is now, it might be wise to act on 
the suggestion, but until that time 
comes I sincerely trust that no such 
experiment will be made,"—Washing- 
ton Star,

In those arctic regions where drift 
wood abounds an underground house 
is made by tbe building of wooden 
frames, which, covered with turf, form 
tho igloos of the Eskimo and 
the 
yourts of tlio Siberian native. 
Whale 
ribs in places aro used to form arches, 
over which earth is spread, and the 
entire lack of timber, or its substi- 
tute, compels the circumpolar man to 
use snow. 
Both the turf and the snow 
types of dwelling are attractively rep- 
resented in the case, and added inter- 
est is given to the snow house by a 
presentation in section, showing the 
long eniranco i^assages and the 
skin 
beds and fireplaces of the interioi'. 


On the jilains of the temperate zone 
tho absence of forest materials makes 
residence in a tent imperative. 
In 
tho Allegheny region tbo rectangular 
log cabin prevailed. 
Many peoi^lo 
are under tho impression that the red 


*'Nouo.

at least go into a cavo or pilo sticks 
against a rook." 


The cave is conceded to be 
the 
primitive form of abode. 
Simple cave 
dwellers still live in the deep and 
torrid canons of the Sierra Madre, in 
Mexico. 
They were recently visited 
by a learned traveler, Mr. Carl Lum- 
holtz, who finds them 
averycrudo 
race (the Tarahumari), going about 
almost entirely naked, except in cold 
weather, and seldom adding anything 
in tU'3 way of improvement to tlie 
natural reccsses in which they seek 
shelter. 
The cliff dwellings of the 
United States are quite difl'erent, being 
pretentious structures 
akin to 
the 
Pueblo town houses, which are well 
represented by extensive models in 
the museum. 


Occasional references are made in 
ethnological writings to a somewhat 
obscure race, dwelling underground, 
in parts of Asia and Northern Africa. 
These people 
aggregate 
iu towns, 
which, of course, cannot be seen by 
the traveler 
until close upon 
the 
entrances to tho rooms excavated be- 
neath the surface. 
The dead 
are 
placed above ground, these people re- 
serving the sepulcbre-like excavations 
for themselves durirg life. 
Their 
homes suggest the subterranean houses 
in which some residents of India take 
refuge from the heat—an unsatisfac- 
tory, cellar-likc refuge, from which 
the Occupants are glad enough 
to 
emerge into tho more cheerful out- 
door air. 


Tree dwellers are found wherever 
danger from animals or water makes 
desirable 
an 
elevated 
domicile. 
Several models represent houses of 
the low lands of India perched on 
stilts, as a i^rotection against poison- 
ous insects, venomous 
snakes 
and 
dangerous quadrupeds. 


Many of the Chinese live in boats, 
and in the Blalay archij)elago houses 
are built on great bundles of bamboo 
which float in the v/ater—a model of 
one of these is contained in the collec- 
tion.

Tho now Imperial Parliament House 
in Berlin, which has cost upv\-ard of 
$7,000,000, is one of tho most striking 
of tho public buildings in Europe. 
It 
was planned to be an appropriate out- 
ward expression of tho legislative 
majesty of the German Nation. 


When the foundation stone was laid 
in ISS-t by Emperor William L, Bis- 
marck, as ono of the main founders of 
the Empire, struck tho stone with the 
builder's hammer. 
As ho did so, he 
said: 


"Be this house forever a symbol of 
those indissoluble bontls which in the 
days of gloiy and enthusiasm united 
lands and sections in the Uurman Em- 
pire.'* 


Tho palace stands on the east side 
of the broad 
Koenigsplatz, 
in 
the 
centre of which rises to a height of 
200 feet the monument of Victory, 
commemorating tho three campaigns 


(18GJ, 1866 and 1870) which made 
Germany oue. 
It may bo said that 
tho building, which seems to bo a mix- 
ture of many styles, is not altogether 
in haimony with the general architec- 
ture of the German capital or with 
German architecture generally, but 
Avhat it may lack in harmony it makes 
up for in hugenc&s and in those fiorid 
details which seem to dominate latter- 
day Teutonic art. 


Tho central dome of glass is sur- 
mounted by a gorgeously gilded cu- 
pola, 
Tho interior has been done 
with great elaboration, tho rarvecl 
woodwork of the assembly hall and 
committee rooms being excecdinglv 
rich. 
The entrance hall is adorned 
with a large stained glass window, em- 
blazoned with the arms of all the Fed- 
eral States and free cities, and the 
light falls on a rich mass of variegated 
colors on the marble floor.

The kettle was cast at the Saugus 
Iron Works at Lynn, Mass., in 1G42, 
probably in the autumn, and was giv- 
en to Thomas Hudson, as the consid- 
eration for sixty acres of land, com- 
prising a portion of the iron works 
property. 
This 
Thomas 
Hudson 
was, undoubtedly, tho younger broth- 
er of that name, of Henry (Hendrik) 
Hudson, the eminent English naviga 
tor. 
The kettle was kept as an heir- 
loom 
in 
tho 
direct descent 
from 
Thomas Hudson, for over a century, 
when it passed into the female line, 
and thence back into the ijossessiou 
of lohn E. Hudson, Esq., of Boston, 
a 
direct 
descendant, 
who 
pre- 
sented it to tho city of Lynn a fe\^ 
years ago. 
A number of the citizen? 
caused it to be placed in a suitable 
case, with a table, and it is now ke]>t 
in tho city hall.—Cassicr's Magazine.

They 
have found that peanut ''cake"—tbe 
residue after oil has been expressed 
from tho nuts—is a highly concen- 
trated food suitable for human beings. 
It is calculated to be of ^reat value to 
the peasant and industrial classes of 
Europe, which have suffered from a 
long and nearly 
cxclusivo diet of 
bread and potatoes. 
Hitherto it has 
only been employed as ioTHf^o for cat- 
tle, sheep and horaos. 
The problem 
confronting the experiment scientists 
was to convert this crude material 
into a palatable, nutritious and whole- 
some human food, easily cooked. This 
they have perfectly 
accomplished, 
producing several preparations suit- 
able for different purposes, which 
have 
already been "placed on tho 
market. 
One of these is peanut grits 
I -the 
coarse stuff drieil, purified, 
bolted and packed in ono pound boxes. 
In this form it is used for souj^s and 
cakes, or as a vege^ble. 


Peanut flour is similar to tho grits, 
excejitthat the material is ground and 
bolted like ordinary flour. 
Another 
preparation is in the shape of dr^^ 
light anrj palatable biscuits of "crack 
ers." 
The new food is especially rec 
ommended for tho use of persons af- 
flicted with diabetes. 
Also a fairly 
acceptable substitute for coffoe is made 
from peanuts. 


Ono interesting fact ascertained by 
the German savants if that peanuts 
raw or roasted are not nutritious at 
all, for the reason that the digestive 
functions refuse to assimilate them. 
It is the same way with almonds and 
with nuts iu general. 
The "goober" 
has to be thoroughly cooked in order 
to bo profitable as an article of diet. 
Boiled peanut grits, for example, are 
perfectly digestible, 
even by sick 
people. 


For tho sake of a test, i^oanut soup 
rras fed to one handred and twenty 
patients in a public hospital. 
More 
than half of them found the new food 
enjoyable, and ate it gladly whenever 
it was offered. 
Others consumed it 
without complaint, while about a 
dozen disliked it extremely, 
being 
affected with stomach-ache or vomit- 
ing after taking it. 
They complained 
that it had a rancid iaste. 
But all 
throve well on it. 
Such being the 
case with invalids, 
some of whom 
were suffering with dysi:)epsia and 
other digestive weaknesses, this cheap 
and nutritious diet ought to bo most, 
valuable for persons in robust health 
particularly for soldiers, 
sailors, 
workingmen and inmates of i^risons 
and asylums. 


The German military 
authorities, 
promptly accepting the 
suggestion 
offered by ;the savants, have been 
making experiments with poanut meal 
and grits, served to the garrisons at 
Frankfort and elsewhere. 
They have 
reported favorably to tho ministry of 
war at Berlin, and, if further trials 
are equally satisfactory, the now food 
will bo adopted as an element of tho 
rations and "field sausage" of tho 
army. 
It is likely also to find accept- 
ance in the navy. 
One important 
quality is its sustaining power, ena- 
bling the consumer *to endure much 
fatigue. In this particular it sur- 
passes oven tbe hitherto unequaled 
"soja bean" of China and Japan, 


But the most conelusive evidence in 
favor of tho jjeanut is furnibhed by 
analyses made by German chemists of 
high authority. 
They have compared 
it in respect to nutritive value with 
other food, vegetable and animal. 
Pease are more nutritious than beef- 
steak, white beans are more nutritious 
than pease, soja beans are more nu- 
tritious than white beans, peanuts aro 
more nu'tritious than soja beans. In 
a jjound of peanut grits there is nearly 
twice as much nutriment ag in a pound 
of pease. 
One pound of peanut meal 
is'uearly equal in nourishing power to 
three pounds of beef. Peanut meal 
only costs four cents u pound in bulk. 
—Washington Star.
